Earlington do ordain as follows: 

That WHEREAS, the City Coun- 
cil of the Cily of Earlini;ton ckvms it 
necessary to incur a bonded indebted- 
ness of Fifteen 'thousand Dollars 
($15,000 00) to be expended for the 
construction and re construction of 
streets, avenues, highways and pub 
lie places, in the City of Earlington, 
and to issue the City's bonds of var- 
ious denominations, aggregating the 
said Fifteen Thcusand Dollars, 
($15,000.00) all to be due and pay 
able within twenty years from their 
date, with the right in the City to re 
tire any or all of said bonds ou 
standing, at any time after five years 
from date, said bonds to be conpon 
bonds, and to bear 5% interest, pay- 
able semi annually, and to raise by 
taxation the sum of Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars (1,600 00) per annum, to 
be used for the purpose of paying 
said interest, and creating a sinking 
fund to retire said bonds at maturity. 
But the rate of taxation for all City 
purposes not to exceed 75 cents ad- 
valorum AND THE SAID CITY 
COUNCIL DO FURTHER OR- 
DAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

That an election is hereby called to 
be held in the City of Earlington, at 
the next regular November election, 
1916 at which election all the quali- 
fied electors of the said City shall be 
entitled to vote, for the purpose of 
determining whether such indebted- 
ness shall be incurred. The City 
Clerk shall prepare and cause to be 
piinted upon the ballots o' the City 
of Earlington the said question, sub- 
stantially in form as follows: 

"Are you in favor of the City of 
Earlington incurring a bonded in- 
debtedness of Fifteen Thousand Dol- 
lars ($15,000.00) for the purpose of 
constructing, re-constructing and im- 
proving the streets, highways and 
public places of the City, and pro- 
viding by taxation an interest and 
sinking fund of Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars, ($! 60<> 00), annually, said 
bonds to be retired within twenty 
years from date, and to bear five 
peicent interest per annum?"

twentv years from the time of con- 
tracting the same.

The League of American 
Sportsmen, whose object is the 
preservation of birds and wild 
animals, is preparing to issue a 
proclamation declaring war oo 
the English Bparrow and getting 
aside a week for waging it, pos- 
sibly in April or Mty of ntxt 
year. The governors of everv 
state will be asked to aid in the 
work. Instructions as to the pi in 
of the campaign will be seut to 
the miiyors of all cities, heads of 
school systems, college presi- 
dents, principals of preparatory 
schools and to beads of the Boy 
Scouts in each state. 

Four pnncip 1 methods will be 
recommended : Tearing down the 
nests, trapping the bir.W, shoot- 
ing tbeiu uuder i. i ■ - , m-tvis- 
lon and uuder licein-us s-utd by 
the police authorities, and in 
cities whtre water pressure Is 
available turuiug the hose on the 
birds a r night after they have 
.toue to roost.

In the fourteen months extending 
from December 8th, MM) to February 
10th, 1010, there were fifteen mes 
sages, letters end speeches of Presi- 
dent Wilson which I hsve read. In 
these fifteen messages, letters and 
speeches, during those fourteen 
months, President Wilson took forty- 
one different positions about prepared- 
ness and the measures necessary to 
secure It: and each of these forty-one 
positions contradicted from one to alx 
of the other*. In many of his speeches 
the weasel words of one portion of 
the speech took all the meaning out 
of the words used In another portion 
of that speech; and these latter words 
themselves had a weasel significance 
aa regards yet other worda. He ar- 
gued for preparedness and against 
preparedness. He atated that our 
army waa ample; and that we did 
not have enough troops to patrol the 
Mexican border In time of peace. He 
said the world was on Are. and that 
sparks were liable to drop anywhere 
and cause ua to burst Into flame; and 
he also aald that there waa no Imme 
dlate danger. He said that there was 
no sudden crisis; and then again that 
he did not know what a alngle day 
would bring forth. He said that we 
were on the verge of a maelstrom; 
and then that there waa no special 
or critical situation. He said the dnn 
ger was constant snd immediate; and 
also that we were not threatened from 
any quarter. He said that there was 
no fear among us; aud also that we 
were In dally danger of seeing the 
vital Interest and honor of the country 
menaced and the flag of the Unite.) 
States atalned with Impuuity. He 
aald that we were In very critical 
danger of being involved In the great 
European struggle; aud alao that 
there waa no need to discuss the 
question of defense, or to get nervous 
or excited about It In oue and the 
aame apeech, be aald that a eufflclent 
number of men would volunteer, and 
that If they did not be would be 
ashamed of America; and he alao aald 
that he did not know* of any law 
which laid upon them the duty of com- 
ing into the army. If it ahould be 
necessary to call for volunteers. Be 
aald that we needed 500.000 volunteers, 
and that If there was any legitimate 
criticism of this demand It waa be- 
cause It was too small; and as eoon 
as Congressman Hay objected to the 
plan, he promptly abandoned It. He 
aald that the National Guard waa not 
the proper body upon which to rely; 
and then not only changed his own 
mind but forced his own Secretary 
of War out of hi- cabinet, because this 
Secretary possessed less flexible con- 
victions and was unable Instantly to 
reverse himself when going at full 
speed.-From the Sjieech of Colonel 
Itooaevelt at Battle Creek, Michigan 
In Behalf of Mr. Hughes.
